Peking, May 4—-The troops of 
General Wu Pei-Fu, the central 
Chinese commander, have: sur- | 
rounded Peking. General Chang 
Tso Lin’s army in the vicinity of 
Peking has been scattered. All 
railroad traffic out of Peking has 
been suspended. These develop- 
ments followed the despatch of 
eight train-loads of General 
Chang's soldiers eastward (in the 
direction of Tientsin). 

Peking, May 4—Acting Prem- 
ier Chow Tzu-Chi has sent Roy 
Anderson, an American, to Feng- 
tai. to negotiate with General Wu 
Pei-Fu’s commanders regarding 
their relations with the Peking 
government, it was announced 
this afternoon.

Three Topographical Parties Leav- 
ing Edmonton for Work 
on Monday 


Continuation the northern 


waterways survey commenced last 
year by the topographical survey 
branch, department of the interior 
will be made within the next six 
weeks, Three parties will leave BEd- 
monton on Monday to carry on this 
work and for this season will confine 
their activities chiefly to the east 
end of Great Slave Lake. ‘This body 


of 


of water which approaches Lake 
Huron in size is well known west 
from the Slave River tu the source 


of the Mackenzie, but the larges por- 
tion lies east of the Slave River anit 
aside from scattered observations 
made by various explorers it is very 
little known. 

lakes—Islands—Gold 

Thig portion of the lake is studded 
With islands and on one of these gold 
indications were found lam yea, 
registration of the elaim was impos- 
sible however as identification of the 
island could not be made. To meet 
such situations and to prepare for 
further developments in this dietrict, 
an accurate survey of the lake is 
neceseury as also {ts the erection of 
monuments to which survey of claims 
may if tied, 

Lake Navigation 

Beacons and bouys will be locate! 
at the entrance from the lake to the 
Mackenzie and Slave Rivers, by the 
survey branch, acting in conjunction 
with the department of marine and 
fisheries, From investigations made 
last season in the district and from 
evidence taken from a number of 
pilots and steamer captains navigar- 
ing these rivers and the lake, it was 
found that these guides are neces- 
sary, chiefly at these locations, 

Last year the survey of the Slave 
River, westerly portion of Great Slave 
Lake and the Mackenzie River down 
as far as Sans Sault rapids, was com- 


pleted. This information will be 
available in mep form in time for 
the opening of navigation on the 
waterways, 


Detail of Maps 
This eeriesof maps consists of nine 
sheets, seven of which are drawn to 
a scale of four miles equal to an inch 
and cover the portion from Lake 
Athabasca to Sans Sault rapids, The 
other sheets are details on a large 
scale and cover the difficult sections 
through the delta of the Slave Kiver 
and the mouth of the Mackenzie. 
They will be of tremendous value io 
any person traversing this part of 
the country.
